The incident involved the 
Temple B’nai Israel of Freeport, 
which had been announced as 
the scene of a protest meeting, 
but whose Officials refused its 
facilities to those attending the 
meeting.

“Investigation of the incidents 
failed to reveal any activity con- 
ducted by a Ku Klux Klan group 
and there is presently no basis 
for action on my part along that 
line of thought,” Gulotta said.

NCRAC To Tackle Council Charges 
Of Dual Loyalty At Sept. 12 Meeting

PB of dual loyalty against U. S. Jewish Zionists will be made at a meeting next week of the 


National Community Relations Advisory Council, 
A meeting has been called for Sept. 12 of the executive committee of the NCRAC, 
ordinating body for U.S. civic defense groups, to discuss the statement, 


steps to stop such attacks in the 
general press by the anti-Zionist 
American Council for Judaism. 

A resolution to release such a 
statement was adopted at an ex- 
ecutive committee of the NCRAC 
on June 16 and the resolution 
was sent to local Jewish public 
relations committees. They were 
asked to vote on whether they 
wished to be included among the 
signers of the statement. 

Vote Is Split 

The vote at that meeting was 
11 for and eight against release 
of such a statement. The vote 
was marked by an unusual split 
between the Anti - Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith and the 


American Jewish Committee, 
which normally work in close 
harmony. 


The AJCommittee voted with 
most community representatives 
against the proposal but the ADL 
voted for it, along with the 
American Jewish Congress, the 
Jewish Labor Committee and the 
Jewish War Veterans (NJP, July 
8). 

Because the decision was not 
unanimous, the resolution would 
be released only in the names of 
those signing it, and not in*«the 
name of the NCRAC. 

It was learned, however, that 
only eight of the 23 local com- 
munities in the NCRAC had 
indicated a willingness to sign 
the etanennens, contraing ear- 





lier reparts that a majority of 
the local communiies opposed 
both signing the statement and 


its release, with or without 
their signatures. 

Delegates to the Sept. 12 meet- 
ing were reported as ready to 


consider a proposal] for a com- 
plete re-examination of the Coun- 
cil’s attacks in the light of an 
article in the Sepember Reader’s 
Digést by Alfred M. Lilienthal, a 
board member of the Council’s 
Washington chapter. 

The article, which contended 
that U.S. Jewish Zionists had in- 
terests in Israel which, in the 
Council’s views, made their al- 
legiance to the United States sus- 
pect by non-Jews, was the first 
public resumption of Council 
charges of dual loyalty since the 
anti-Zionist group’s fifth annual 
convention in Chicago last April. 

The article was considered one 
of the heaviest blows ever struck 
by the Council in its campaign of 
impugning the loyalty of US. 
Jews. An _ estimated 50,000,000 
readers were exposed to it. 

Action against the Council, in 
either the Jewish or general area, 
by the NCRAC would place the 
Council in the category of groups 
requiring attention by Jewish 
civic defense groups for the first 
time in the Council’s five years 
of existence.

Report Seizure Ordered 
Of Israel Ship Cargo 


BREMEN, Germany—The Ger- 
man News Agency DPA report- 
ed this week that a British mili- 
tary court ordered seizure of 
about 90 per cent of the cargo of 
the Israeli freighter Dromit. 

The goods will be given to 
Hanover authorities to be sold 
and the ship will be permitted 
to continue to Palestine with the 
rest of the cargo. 

The 3,800-ton freighter was 
seized at Bremerhaven Aug. 2 by 
U.S. officials who said they found 
$900,000 worth of machinery and 
tractors in cases marked “house- 
hold goods.”

The plans call for setting up 
industries near the camps to pro- 
vide jobs quickly, according to 
a N. Y. TIMES dispatch.

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CONFUSION IN ROLES OF AGENCY 
ZIONIST MOVEMENT NEARS CRISIS 


By M. Z. FRANK 
OMETHING is wrong with the Jewish Agency for Palestine. 
Something is wrong with the conduct and utterances of some 
of its most responsible officials. 

















































































At the time when Zionist leadership in this country has totally 
disintegrated, when the American Zionist Council does not know 
where it is going and is supposed to get some guidance from the 


Agency, during an acute political crisis whose 
source is the U. S. State Department, at that very 
time, the chairman of the American section of 
the Jewish Agency is in Europe, busy with the 
World Jewish Congress, so-called. Yet, at the 
same time, the new director of the Cultural De- 
partment of the Jewish Agency makes a declara- 
tion of his program which makes one wonder what 
it has to do with the rapid unbuilding of Palestine 
which is the task of the Jewish Agency. The cul- 
tural program Hayim Greenberg outlined for the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine would be quite in 
place if it were mapped out by the Histadruth Ivrit of America or 
by the World Jewish Congress. Some time ago, the World Jewish 
Congress did set up a cultural department with Simon Federbusch 
in charge. 


Judging by Nahum Goldmann, the World Jewish Congress 
is trying to compete with the Jewish Agency. Judging_ by 
Hayim Greenberg, the Jewish Agency ought to do the job of 
the World Jewish Congress. But judging by another high 
official of the Jewish Agency, Meir Grossman, the Jewish 
Agency is in competition with the Government of Israel, and 
ought to become its suzerain, so to speak, 


(Hayim Greenberg, like Simon Federbusch, has his department 
in New York. Like Simon Federbusch, he is to be concernéd with 
the cultural life of the Latin American Jews. Meir Grossman’s 
department, dealing with economics, as in Jerusalem.) 


GOLDMANN AND GREENBERG, each in his own way, con- 
tribute towards lowering the prestige of the Jewish Agency. Gross- 
man helps to create the impression that the Jewish Agency pre- 
sents a danger to the sovereignty of the State of Israel. The Gov- 
ernment of Israel is bound to resent it and take measures to safe- 
guard its authority. (Those measures may not always be skillful 
or wise, but on the whole the Government can hardly be blamed.) 
In any contest of authority between the Government of Israel, the 
overwhelming mass of the Jews all over the world will not hesitate 
in upholding the Government. 


The eventual liquidation of the Jewish Agency for Palestine 
and of the World Zionist Organization may be inevitable. But, in 
the opinion of this writer, the time for it has not yet arrived. That 
the authority of the State of Israel should be recognized as superior 

a over the Jewish Agency and that both the Agency and the World 
Zionist Organization can no longer enjoy the same authority they 
did before May 14, 1948 seems to me self-evident. But the Jewish 
Agency is now doing some important work, notably in the camps 
in Israel and among prospective immigrants abroad. It still has 
potentialities for doing more and better work, in chalutziut, in 
youth work, in education. What is necessary is to eliminate the 
confusion and, by adequate public discussion, to prepare the ground 
for a clear delineation of the new functions of the Zionist move- 
ment and the Jewish Agency so that they may be useful. Discus- 
sion alone is not enough. Each Zionist body and every Zionist 
leader and the Jewish Agency will have to prove their usefulness 
by their deeds. 


Obviously, Israel is a small enough country for one govern- 
ment. It is much too small to have two governments—one re- 
sponsible to the Knesset, the other to the Zionist Congress, as 
Grossman demands. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, we are much too poor in resources 
and in talent and the amount of urgent work is too pressing to 
permit the existence of a Jewish counterpart of the British House 
/ of Lords in the form of the Jewlsh Agency executive. The Agency 
should find a job to do or it should he scrapped, and its remaining 
functions taken over by the Government of Israel.

What He Wants 

He said he would like to join 
the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ja, the B'nai Brith and the 
AntiDefamation League, prai- 
sing the latter highly for its 
work to protect the name of “my 
people.” 

Appleman said he had been a 
member of the ZOA in Chicago, 
pefore his conversion. He grew 
up in Chicago, to which he came 
from Russia at the age of 14. 

In Russia, he was reared by 
his grandfather, a Chassidic Jew. 
His father came to the U. S. 
first, settling in Chicago, then 
sending for his family. 

Appleman said his father and 
mother were rigidly Orthodox 
and maintained an Orthodox 
home. As a youth, the evangelist 
was a member of an Orthodox 
synagogue. 

Appleman, who looks like what 
a Yeshiva Bocher would look like 
if he were well-fed, was eager to 
present evidence of his continu- 
ing affection and identification 
with Jews as a people. He sai? 
he frequently makes appeals to 
his audiences for money for Jew- 
ish DPs. 

UJA Giver 

“I have always contributed to 
the United Jewish Appeal and 1 
will continue to do so,” ne said. 

He was reminded that many 
Jews regard an apostate (mesh- 
umed) with contempt as one 
who has deserted his fellow- 
Jews. 

In response, Appleman insisted 
that he believed his appearances 
in any city helped to improve re- 
lationship between Jews and non- 
Jews. 

He said that time after time, 
following his sermons, members 
of the audience come up to him 
and say, “I’ve learned from you 
that Jews are not what I always 
thought they were.” 

“I believe that when a Gentile 
is converted to true Christianity, 
he cannot hate Jews,” Appleman 
said. 

He agreed that to whatever ex- 
tent such conversions were real

and lasting, they probably had 
little effect on non-religious pha- 
ses of anti-Semitism. 

He argued, however, that even 
in that respect, he felt his preach- 
ing nelped. He cited, as an ex- 
ample of his unofficial anti-de- 
tamation work, a sermon in Aus- 
tralia in which he argued that no 
truly Bible-heeding Jew could 
possibly be a Communist. 

He said that perhaps some con- 
verted missionairies to Jews were 
making a fine income as racket- 
eers but said that he was not a 
missionary to Jews. 

Never Kept Track 

“T have never spoken under any 
arrangements aimed specificaily 
at Jews,” he said. He said he did 
not keep track of Jews who were 
attracted to his meetings by gen- 
eral advertising and who became 
converts, until two years ago. 
He put the figure for the last 
two years at 48. 

He was asked whether his con- 
version had affected his home 
relationships. 


“V’m welcome at home,” he re- 
plied. “My father and mother 
don’t like my conversion but I 
haven’t been read out of the fam- 
ily. My father has never called 
me a meshumed.” 

He said his father goes to hear 
him preach sometimes and al- 
ways tells him his arguments are 
unreal. He said his mother has 
never attended one of his meet- 
ings but sometimes listens to him 
on the radio. 


He said he no longer follows 
any Jewish tradition or rituals, 
about whieh he learned thorough- 
ly in his typically Orthodox Jew- 
ish upbringing. 


Would Join Seder 

He was asked what happened 
when he was visiting his parents 
home during Passover. He said 
he had never managed to be 
there on that occasion but that 
he would certainly take part in 
the Seder if he did happen to be 
in Chicago on that Jewish holi- 
day. 

“Why shouldn’t I?” he said. 
“Passover is a national holiday, 
not a religious one.” 

In line with his claimed con- 
tinued identificatio€ with the Jew- 
ish people, Appleman said he fol- 
lows Jewish news closely, reading 
the B’nai B’rith Monthly as well 
as whatever local Anglo-Jewish

The Applemans have two chil- 
dren, a boy of 12 and a girl of 
11, who are being raised as Chris- 
tians. They are not being taught 
anything about Jewish culture 
and history, except what they 
learn from the Old Testament. 

Appleman said he would have 
no objection to either of them 
marrying Jews and that he 
would not insist on conversion 
of such prospective children- 
in-law as a condition of mar- 
riage. He said he would try 
to convert them, however. 

A passionate lover of Jewish 
cooking, Appleman said he al- 
ways seeks out a good Jewish 
restaurant in the cities he visits. 
His wife cannot cook any Jewish 
dishes. 

One-Man ADL 

Asked about the attitude of 
Jewish civic defense agencies to- 
ward his preaching, he said he 
had only one complaint in his 
seven years of evangelism. The 
ADL felt that the title of one 
of his sermons “Hatred of the 
Jew” was undesirable, so he 
changed it.

Tine Gen- 
eral Zionists in Israel are a tiny 
party, with little influence on 
Government policy.

1 large apple, grated if desirea 
Soak herring over night. Drain, remove entrails, but reserve milch. 
Slice, if desired. Place in a stone jar in layers, with bay leaves 
and slices of onion and lemon between each layer of herring. Mix 
vinegar, mustard, pepper, Sugar, and grated apple if desired, and 
pour over herring to cover. Rub milch through a seive into the 
liquid.

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The Editor's Chair 

THE LOWEST POINT reached 
in the Reader’s Digest article by 
Alfred Lilienthal, the American 
Ctuncil for Judaism stalwart, was 
his comparison of what the Zion- 
ists are doing in pioneering with 
the German-Amercan bund. I 
wouldn’t take the space here to 
answer such a ridiculous charge, 
vicious as it is, were it not for 
the fact that last week in talking 
to the head of one of our national 
Jewish agencies, ,I heard the 
same accusation. 

Now it takes only a little think- 
ing ta wipe away entirely Mr. 
Lilienthal’s charge, although— 
without thinking—his compari- 
son may seem logical enough. 

One need only recall the fact 
that the Bund was supporting a 
Germany which had repressed all 
freedom, whether of Jew or Ca- 
tholic or liberal, or what; that it 
was preparing hell-bent for war 
against the rest of the world; and 
—if Mr. Lilienthal will pern™— 
it had already persecuted Jews to 
the extent that no American could 
support Hitler and still lay claim 
te any belief in democracy. 

Now it is to such an organiza- 
tion that Jews like Mr. Lilienthal 
compare the Zionists, who are do- 
ing not something reprehensible, 
but something brave and some- 
thing admirable. It was all right 
with Mr. Lilienthal, I -presume, 
for Jews to join the Loyalists in 
Spain, and give up their,lives in 
the fight for freedom, and it was 
all right for Jews to be in the 
forefront of the most liberal 
movements and give of their tal- 
ents and their courage, to make 
this a better world It is only 
when Jews are willing to sacri- 
fice to help Jews that Mr. Lilien- 
thal and his quaking colleagues 
protest. 

The real truth is far from Mr. 
Tilienthal’s thinking. The real 
truth is that America applauds 
when any of her citizens help a 
downtrodden peonle. That’s the 
real lesson of Americanism; not 
Mr. Lilienthal’s fear-dominated 
accusations made in a_ national 
publication only a small percent- 
age oftwhose readers are Jews. 

Mr. Lilienthal, for all his self- 
professed liberalism and Amer- 
jeanism, is really trying to 
make Americanism a sort of 
chauvinistic and blind adher- 
ence to the mvonic viewnoint 
Tong since left behind by Amer- 
fea. From our presidents on 
dewn, Americans see nothing 
out of the wav for American 
Jews to help Jews in other 
parts of the world. even if it 
means that some Americans 
understand help in the full 
meaning of the word, going in 
person to help with their own 
skills and accomplishments. 

After a few years, Israel will 
no longer need this kind of self- 
identifying help. It will be a stable 
nation and may even give back 
something to Mr. Lilienthal’s 
children in the way of spiritual 
content. But now when help is 
needed is the time to rise to the 
occasion, instead of mouthing 
serious charges and self-hating 
accusations such as comparing 
Zionists with Nazis. The experi- 


. 


ment in Zion may show the rest 
of the world how to solve vex- 
ing present-day problems which 
threaten our civilization. It may 
be that brethern of Mr. Lilienthal 
people concerned with the wel- 
fare of the world and not of their 
own cheap skins, may have con- 
tributions te make to the world 
equal to those made by other 
Jews several thousand years ago. 

The Post can demand a large- 
scale chalutzuit movement be- 
cause it has been The Post more 
than any other publication which 
has for years back expressed 
complete faith in the growth of 
a creative U.S. Jewish commun- 
ity. We have never sided with 
negators of the Galuth, even 
when that was a popular theory. 

Nothing in The Post’s espousal 
of a large-scale chalutzuit move- 
ment runs contrary to our belief 
that the U.S. Jewish community 
will as a community mature into 
a group offering real contribu- 
tions to both Jewish and Ameri- 
can thought and culture. 

But how does this conflict at 
all with the gift to Israel of 
some of our youth in her time 
of need? Some Zionists who 
fear their shadow use the 
word “bleed” in order to but- 
tress their fear-thinking. They 
make a noble deed into a crime. 
The vast majority of our young 

people will by the very nature 
of things be opposed to leaving 
the comforts they now enjoy for 
a life of hardship in Israel. Not 
all of us are made of heroic stuff. 
Then let those who are timid 
keep their counsel of fear to 
themselves and stop parading 
their second-class citizenship, as 
if it were true Americanism to 
ignore any call, even if it be Jew- 
ish, for help.

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The ZOA Should Not Interfere 


HREWD readers will have gotten from M. 
Z. Frank’s well-reasoned and restrained 
column last week on private farming in Israel, 
a devastating indictment of the new program 
of the Zionist Organization of America. That 
program will transform the ZOA from a large 
movement of aid to Israel into a party con- 
cerned with the welfare of only those who sup- 
port its political and economic views. 

Israel could develop into a capitalistic coun- 
try, aping all the excesses of unbridled indi- 
vidual enterprise, where Jews will prosper from 
the toil and sweat of other Jews. Mr. Frank 
gives first-hand accounts of private farming in 
Israel, with which he is familiar. These Jewish 
farmers live like the Arab effendis, absentee 
owners; they take things easy while profiting 
from the labor of others. 

What this will lead to in a nation which has 
the Negev to conquer is obvious. It brings in 
all the ills of selfdom and goes directly counter 
to all that Zionism stands for—the rebirth of 
the people, not merely the setting up of an- 
other center of capitalistic striving. 

If Israel is to be this kind of a nation, then 
it will eventually work out its own destiny. 
There is little reason for U. S. Jews to sacrifice 
here in order to make it possible for Jews in 
another land to get rich. 

That is not the kind of an Israel The Post 
wants, It is not the kind of an Israel that Jews 
have longed for these 2,000 years. 

The ZOA’s program is opportunistic in that 
it is taking advantage ef the mass influx of 
Jews, most of whom are hardly fitted or pre- 
pared for the hardships and sacrifices needed 
to build a new nation. The ZOA has just wit- 
nessed the almost miraculous heroism of the 


Israeli, a direct result of the belief of these 
people in their destiny and the role they be. 
lieve Israel can play in the future of mankind, 
Was it private profit that swept the Emek of 
malaria? Was it personal gain that settled the 
barren outposts and turned them into verdant 
oases? 

So the ZOA wants to be an influence against 
the kind of life which has made all of us proud 
of Israel. It would help private enterprise, 
Heretofore the ZOA has been a vast conglom. 
eration of almost all U. S. Jews determined to 
see that the Jews had a chance to own a land 
of their own and to develop as free people, 
The ZOA’s one concern has been Israel, not 
the propagation of private enterprise or cap. 
italism or socialism or any other kind of sys. 
tem. . 

The Post hopes the ZOA will not change, 
The Post has always given first consideration 
to the ZOA out of all U. S. Zionist movements, 
The ZOA is well within its rights if it decides 
to transform itself into a political movement, 
The Post only hopes that the Zionists all over 
the country will understand what they are 
doing, how they are changing the character of 
their organization. If then, they—not the ZOA 
executive or officers—decide to turn their back 
on the kind of a general Zionist movement 
which has made it great in the past, that is 
their business.

Can Our National Organizations Trust One Another? 


SEEMS now and at long last that the 
United Jewish Appeal has decided to take 
into partnership the Council of Jewish Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds without reservations 
and without recourse to the polite promises of 
the past which were kept only grudgingly, if 
at all, and which symbolized the refusal of na- 
tional Jewish organizations to give up one iota 
of their sovereignty in their own bailiwick. 

It is obvious to most objective observers 
that the local welfare funds, the people who 
raise the money for the United Jewish Appeal, 
should have a part in policy-making and in 
other decisions at the top level. But the UJA 
has been maneuvering for two or three years 
now to keep its concessions to the CJFWF to 
a point where they were meaningless. 

But at last it appears that the UJA’s princi- 
pal partners, the Joint Distribution Committee 
and the United Palestine Appeal, have yielded, 
if not gracefully at least definitely. 


The CJFWF never asked for control; it 
never even asked for even equal partnership; 
its only request was that it be permitted to sit 
in on all deliberations of a major nature, This 
minimal request, up until this year, seems to 
have been successfully evaded. 


It all rests upon trust. If the UJA feels that 
the intent of the CJFWF is to swallow it, then 
evasion was warranted. But if the reason the 
CJFWF wanted to be in on the UJA planning 
was to help avert some of the mistakes of past 
years and to be as helpful as possible, then 
there never was any reason for excluding the 
CJFWF. 


It is to be hoped that our national Jewish 
agencies will learn to trust one another. When 
this millenium arrives, then many of our prob- 
lems of duplication and competition at the na- 
tional level will disappear almost automat- 
ically. 


Oh For A Truly Great Leader! 


IS in times of great changes that people 
are most upset. If at these times, there is 
strong and courageous leadership, then the peo- 
ple feel that they have an anchor and a guide- 
post. But if there is no great Jewish person- 
ality in whom the majority can or do have 
faith—a situation which exists in the U. S. Jew- 
ish community today—then fear dominates and 
affects all our actions. 

If even when there is no recognized leader- 
ship—which is certainly true today—there are 
great writers like Achad Ha-am, or great think- 
ers like the prophets or great scholars like the 
Talmudists, then the people haye somewhere to 


look to. 

But today, unfortunately, the U. S. Jewish 
community has nothing—not even a Stephen S, 
Wise, a Henry Monsky, a Louis Marshall. 

Consequently this prevalence of fear, a fear 
which saps the community and robs it of cre- 
ativity. 

Oh then, for a great thinker, if not a great 
leader! Oh, then for some writer who will show 
the way out of the present morass, in which 
nincompoops can parade what they wriie as 
pearls of wisdom and where the hallmark of 
the best thinking is not courage, or even 
sanity but fear!

Charges Of Misrepresentation

Hod It Started 

The charges against the two 
groups were made by Dobkin in 
a statement in Jerusalem explain- 
ing the reasons which led to 
formation of the contro] commit- 
tee. 

Emphasizing that at least 120 
independent fund-raising drives 
had been conducted in the U. S. 
this year, Dobkin assailed tae 
Organization for Rehabilitation 
Through Training (ORT) and 
the OSE, a child care group. 

Dobkin said that although 
the two organizations had prev- 
iously worked outside of Israel, 
they were now claiming to be 
doing 70 per cent of work 
which was actually being done 
by the Jewish Agency. The 
charge was flatly denied by 
both groups. 

Dobkin added that the licen- 
sing committee was fully em- 
powered to consider any appli- 
cation of any public institutioin 
trying to raise funds in coun- 
tries outside of Israel for work 
in Israel. The statement was re- 
garded as a plain hint to the 
two organizations. 

It’s A Mystery 

“We do not know ‘where Mr. 
Dobkin received the information 
or impression that ORT had at 
any time made the claim that it 
had been carrying on 70 per 
cent of the work in Israel,” 
Edward L. Sard, ORT executive 
director, told The Post. 

“We are not even entirely 
elear as to what area or type of 
work the 70 per cent figure re- 
fers,” he said, adding that “to 
the best of my knowledge neitner 
the Jewish Agency nor Mr. Dob- 
kin approached ORT to discuss 
the matter prior to the issuance 
of Mr. Dobkin’s statement.”

Committee consummated in 1947 
and renewed in 1948 and in 1949,” 
he said. 

Sard added that he considered 
“extremely unfortunate” 
the charge and the manner in 
which it was made. 

“There are official channels 
through which all matters such 
as these should and must be 
handled if the Jewish commun- 
ity is to save itself from anar- 
chy,” he said. “We will, in my 
opinion, be prepared to go before 
the Jewish Agency and defend 
our claims and our activities.” 

The OSE, a medical and child- 
care organization, was equally 
caustic. 

Misleading, At Least 

“It is completely misleading 
and erroneous to assert that the 
OSE has hitherto worked outside 
of Israel,” L. Wulman, _ secre- 
tary said. “The OSE has been 
working in Israel since 1943, five 
years before the establishment 
of the Jewish State.” 

He added that the OSE had 
no knowledge of any publica- 
tion in which it claimed to be 
doing 70 per cent of the work 
actually being done by the 
Jewish Agency.

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TWO MUNICH DPs TESTIFY 
SHOT IN BACK IN RECENT RIOTS 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The national office of B’nai B’rith an. 
nounced this week it had received affidavits testifying that two vie 
tims of the recent ani-Semitic riot in Munich were shot in the back 
by German police as they sought to flee, 

The affidavits were obtained in Munich by Saul Joftes, directop 


of the fraternal order’s European 
office in Paris. He was sent to 
Munich by the BB Supreme 
Lodge to investigate the riot. 


The affidavits were signed by 
Benjamin Haring, 31, and Leib 
Ribach, 29, both DPs in the U. 
S. zone and both born in Poland. 

Both told Joftes that the pro- 
test march toward the office of 
the Munich newspaper was 
peaceful until it was blocked by 
two bus loads of German po- 
lice, who used rigid rubber 
hoses to beat the demonstra- 
tors. 


Ribach said he was shot in the 
back when he sought to flee. 
Harig said he was severely beat- 
en on the head and had made his 
way to the U. S. counter Intel- 
ligence Corps building for ref- 
uge when he was hit from be- 
hind by three bullets.
